GateHouse Media to buy 
Boston’s 2nd-largest paper

The Boston Herald is being sold to GateHouse 
Media for $4.5 million in cash, as publisher Pat- 
rick J. Purcell is giving up his long, expensive 
struggle to keep Boston’s second-largest daily 
newspaper independent. 

As part of the deal, the Herald also filed for 
federal bankruptcy protection Friday, which 
would allow the company to renegotiate its debts. 
Purcell said GateHouse did not agree to pick up 
the pension liabilities of the Herald’s many 
unions. 

Purcell addressed the Herald newsroom Fri- 
day afternoon in what reporters said was an emo- 
tional speech. He said he had tried as long as pos- 
sible to keep the Herald afloat and did not want 
to see it go out of business, according to employee 
accounts posted on social media. GateHouse has 
said it will keep 175 of the Herald’s roughly 240 
employees, Purcell said. 

“T wanted to keep Boston a two-newspaper 
town as long as I could,” Purcell said in an inter- 
view. “Apparently this is as long as I could.” 

In addition to facing concern about their pen- 
sions, Herald employees will also have to inter- 
view with GateHouse in January in an attempt to 
keep their jobs, staffers were told.

News organizations look 
inward as ground shifts

In the two months since uncovering explosive 
accusations of sexual misconduct against film- 
maker Harvey Weinstein, the media have main- 
tained a starring role in the spiraling sexual ha- 
rassment scandal that has brought down dozens 
of powerful men. 

In many prominent cases, the industry has 
turned its piercing spotlight on men in its own 
ranks, including Mark Halperin of NBC News, 
Leon Wieseltier, formerly of the New Republic, 
and “CBS This Morning” host Charlie Rose, each 
accused of harassment. On Nov. 29, NBC sacked 
“Today” cohost Matt Lauer in the morning after a 
serious allegation of inappropriate sexual behav- 
ior, and by lunchtime, news broke that Minneso- 
ta Public Radio had cut ties with humorist Garri- 
son Keillor. 

Even as they ramp up investigations into sexu- 
al harassment, media leaders — at The Boston 
Globe and other newsrooms — are looking in- 
ward, reassessing the media’s history as a male- 
dominated industry, and examining the current 
climate of their own workplaces. 

At the Globe, the reckoning began even before 
the Weinstein scandal broke in October. Earlier 
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Boston has a national reputation as a place unwelcoming to black people.

When The Boston Globe started ask- 
ing questions about Joyce’s ties to the 
brokerage, he e-mailed the chief execu- 
tive: “Suggest you not return call 
please.” 


The senator runs on Dunkin’ —

for legislation that would benefit 


the owner of more than 100 Dunkin’ Do- 


nuts franchises, in exchange for more 


than $125,000 for “purported legal ser- 


vices.” The owner also gave Joyce up to 
200 pounds of free coffee for the sena- 
tor to distribute at public events, the in- 
dictment says. 


“Yeah, | think | can get this permit 

for you” — The indictment says a 

Philadelphia solar company repre- 
sentative met with Joyce at his Senate 
office in May 2012 to seek his assis- 
tance on permitting and legislation that 
could affect the firm’s project in West 
Bridgewater. 

“Yeah, | think | can get this permit for 
you,” he told the company official, ac- 
cording to the indictment. “It would be 
through my law firm, and our fee would 
be $25,000....” The executive didn’t 
bite.

Federal prosecutor says 
former senator ran office 
as a criminal enterprise

Former state senator Brian A. Joyce collected 
about $1 million in bribes and kickbacks that he 
laundered through his law firm, according to a 
sweeping 102-page indictment that accuses the 
Milton Democrat of turning his public office into 
a criminal enterprise — even accepting hundreds 
of pounds of free coffee from a Dunkin’ Donuts 
owner. 

Joyce, once the Senate’s assistant majority 
leader, was taken from his Westport home in 
handcuffs early on Friday morning and escorted 
by federal agents to be booked and fingerprinted, 
and face federal charges of mail fraud, corrup- 
tion, money laundering, and embezzlement, 
among many others. 

Acting US Attorney William Weinreb said 
prosecutors launched the investigation of Joyce 
after a series of stories by The Boston Globe that 
began in January 2015 looking at Joyce’s min- 
gling of public and personal business. 

Weinreb said investigators estimated that 
Joyce’s many illegal schemes have netted him 
about $1 million since 2010. Prosecutors say, 
among other things, Joyce extorted a Jeep from a 
Milton developer and collected more than 
$100,000 in phony legal fees from a Dunkin’ Do- 
nuts store owner in exchange for using his influ- 
ence to help them. 

“Brian Joyce represented over 100,000 Massa- 
chusetts citizens in the state Legislature,” Wein- 
reb said at a morning press conference.

Parents blast plan to alter 
start umes at city schools

Hundreds of parents across Boston 
blasted Superintendent Tommy Chang 
Friday for changing the start times of 
dozens of schools for next fall, saying it 
will upend families’ schedules, force 
them to shell out more for child care, 
and put children as young as 4 at bus 
stops before dawn. 

One parent, who said she was so 
frustrated about the changes that she 
could not sleep Thursday night, 
launched an online petition after mid- 
night that calls on Chang and Mayor 


Martin J. Walsh to abandon the chang- 
es. The petition had gathered more 
than 2,600 signatures by late Friday 
night. 

The mother, Jane Miller, has three 
children at the Manning Elementary 
School in Jamaica Plain, where the 
start time next fall will switch from 
9:30 a.m. to 7:15 a.m., which will re- 
sult in a 1:55 p.m. dismissal. 

“Such radical changes to a family 
and community schedule should be 
made with care and caution and 
should be implemented slowly,” she 
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
